Humanizing Convict. 


Colorado is experimenting along 
new lines, and appirently with a con- 
jciderable degree of success, in its 
{treatment of men convicted of ser- 
‘ious offences. Tho idea of the state 
jauthorities is that tho convict system 
jshould be humanized. Acting on this 
;View they some ifme ago appointed to 
‘the position of warden of the peni- 
{tentiary a man who had had no exper- 
ience whatever with prisons, but who 
had strong faith in the possibility of 
regenerating even the worst type of 
jcriminals. He began his reform by 
taking as many of the prisoners as 
'were willing to give him their pledge, 
that they Would not attempt to escape, 
out into the road camps. He has now 
800 out of a total of 725 convicts en- 
gaged in building the state roads. 
‘They work under unarmed overseers 
and Wear ordinary blue or khaki suits, 
There is every cpportunity for escap> 
but sinee the establish’ nt of the 
road camps less than one-half of one 
per cert. of the nen so trusted have 
escaped, 

For every thirty days spent in a 
road camp a ten days' reduction !s &l- 
lowed jin the convict’s term. The 
| men work eight hours a day and 
sleep six together in an open tent. It 
is said that under the system ‘there 
have been marvellous transformations 
among the mos. degraded of the con- 
[ysl The healthy work venefits them 


physically and the confidence reposed 
in them, together with the humane 
treatinent they receive seems to have 
a moral influence, which surprises 
those whose knowledge of convicts is 
beonfingd to the driving methods prac- 
ticed in the institutions of other 
sta. In the winter time. there is 
a night school for the men, an orches- 
tra, a business school, manual train- 
ing classes, and those who are addict- 
ed to the liquor or drug habits are 
given the best medical treatment. The 
warden says that {6 per cent. of the 
men were brought to the penitentiary 
through Whiskey. Some of the fea- 
| tures of the syste seem well worth 
the study of the Canadian authorities, 
especially in view of the fact thet at 
the present time some of our peniten- 
taries have not a very savory reputa- 
tion.—The Vanecuver Sun,

In all this you will be teaching him 
the great Jaws of conservation and of 
fair play. To that extent you are 
grounding him in good citizenship 
and starting him in as a man who is 
apt to be just, careful and fair in busi-| 
ness and social relations, The world! 
likes that sort of a man in business 
or society; and there are few places 
Where a boy can Jearn better prin- 
ciples of life than in the field, with a 
companon who in himself represents 
good tratlitions in the matter of skill 
and etiquette afield) Time was when 
the terms gentleman and sportsman 
meant much the same. They have not 
yet wholly lost their flavor. The first 
use of a gun by a boy is a time justly 
held in some dread by the boy's par- 
ents. Careful tuition in this part of 
a boy's education, however, removes 
the danger and puts him !n the way 
of a knowledge that may rove of 
very latsing value in character mak- 
ing.

WESTERN FREIGHT RATES, 


Manvfacturers Have Been Alding 
Western Shippers in Fight 
For Better Rates 


The Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation submitted the shortest brief | 
ox record in the famous Western | 
freight rates recently at Ottawa.) 
Its brevity was not due to lack of in- 
terest, however, as the manufacturers 
through their traffic expert have been 
in the forefront for lower freight rates 
in the West for years. Their state-| 
ment as filed by J. E. Walsh, Manager 
Transportation Department, read as 
follows: | 

In view of the fact that the evi- 
dence in this case is of the most 
comprehensive character and covers 
the interests of all parties represented, 
it is unnecessary for the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association to state 
its views, except in the most general 
way, as follows: 

1. We believe that all freight rates 
should bear as lightly as possible 
upon the producer, and this especially 
because of the fact that all the coun- 
try west of the Great Lakes is so 
| situated geographically, that of neces- 
sity there is a very long haul to the 
seaboard, and onward to the markets 
of the world. To give our farmers 
and other producers all that they are 
fairly entitled to means that their 
| products must be carried at as low 
| a charge as is consistent with the cost 
of the service. 

2. In order that manufacturers may 
| be encouraged to locate in increasing 
| numbers throughout the West, which 
| 1s so obviously to the advantage of 
| the producers of farm and other pro- 
‘ducts, and which contributes so ma- 
| terially to the building up of centres 
of population we believe that raw ma- 
terials should likewise be carried at 
as low a charge as 1s consistent with 
the cost of the service, This it will 
be readily seen is in the interests of 
the railways and of the country geuer- 
ally. 

8. The railways must 
reasonable return on the capital which 
they have actually invested. To con, 
pel them to carry the traffic at un- 
remunerative rates would not only be 
unjust, but would immediately place 
an effectual check upon the extenslor 
of rail transportation, which the peo- 
ple at sO anxious to en- 
courage. 

In a word, therefore, we would be 
glad if your Board, having due regard 
to all the circumstances, and con- 
sidering carefully the interests of all 
concerned readjust rates in a 
way that would conserve and promote

A REPUTATION FOR FEARLESS- 
NESS AND PERSEVERANCE IN 
THE EXECUTION OF DUTY 
In Transforming the Western Plains 

From a Hunting Ground to a Farm- 
ing Country, No Small Part Has 
Been Played by the Royz! North:

ing ground of the Indian to a farm- 
ing country, With large centres of 
population, controlled by the white 
race. In this march of progress the 
Royal North-West Mounted Police, or 
the “Scarlet Riders of the Plains” as 
they have become known in fictional 
terms, have exercised a guiding hand, 
Prior to the organization of this force 
“the traders, trappers, half-brecds and 
Indians were a law unto themselves,” 


a ated to the report preserted vy 


ol. Ross, prior to the organization of 
the force. Lawlessness and disorder 
vapidly gave way before the mounted 
police, who soon acquired a name for 
fearlessness and perseverance in the 
execution of their duty. 

The activities of the foree extended 
from the western limits of Ontario to 
the Pacific Ocean. Their influence 
Was even felt in the Arctic regions 
when occasion demanded it. Today 
regular forces extrt fn each of the 
western provinces and in the Arctic 
circles, and Eskimo, Indian and white 
man alike respect the arm of the law 
ais represented in the mounted police. 
The various costumes shown in the 
photo taken at headquarters ‘at Re- 
gina and’ reproduced herewith, sho-* 
the various uniforms in use from the 
Arctic Circle down to the prairies. 

One instance might be cited to show 
the respect of the Indisn for the 
police. A tribe of Indians on the war- 
path broke fron. the reserve at Fort 
Swan River and crossed the interna- 
tioul boundary into the States. They 
were rounded up Ll’ a United States 
troop of cavalry and brought back to 
the boundary for delivery to the 
mounted police. One red coat Was on 
hand to greet the cavalry troop and 
their prisoners, who numbered over 
50, When the American office? was 
dubious about handing the Indians 

ver the solitary Mountie—who was 
mone other than Sergeant Martin of 
Regina—he Was promptly given a re- 
ceipt, and the Indians were brought 
on to Fort Qu'Appelle by this officer, 
single-handed. It fell to the lot of A. 
itewart, now of Regina, then a ser- 
geant-major, to escort, lone-handed, 
the Indians from Fort Qu’Apelle to 
their reserve, a distance of 125 miles, 

While such eve :ts as these are coy- 
ered by brief reports, shrouded in 
modesty, the details sometimes come 
to light. Another instance worthy of 
mention is that in which Sergeant 
Gavine, some 20 years ago, was des- 
patched to arrest an Indian on a re- 
serve near Fort Qu'Appelle. Despite 
the fact that the Indian had a bad 
reputation and was located among his 
friends, this officer never swerved 
from the path of duty. When passing 
a bluff near the reserve Gavine no- 
tieed the muzzle of a gu. pointing; 
menacingly at him from some bushes. 
Ife turned his horse to one side, and 
was just seeking cover when the gun 
barked, The shot went wild, but fea 


officer wags quick to return the fire. 
His aim was true for he wounded the 
Indian, captured him and returned to 
headquarters Where a sentence of five 
years was meted out to the offender. 

‘Tales of long journeys occupying 
weeks and perhaps months occasion- 
ally come to light, such as was reveal- 
ed in the loss of the northern patrol, 
of which Inspector Fitzgerald had 
charge, 

In the early days horse-stealing in 
Western Canada was one of the worst 
offences known to the law. Profes- 
sional bad men thought nothing of 
“rustling off cattle and horses. As th: 
activities of the mounted police in- 
creased these characters gradually 
gave way. 

“Dutch Henry” was one of the -nost 
famous of these bad men. He is ac- 
eredited with having been the finest 
shot in the west a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. It is claimed that he could 
foss a 50 cent piece high in the air, 
and shoot it without fail. While char-| 
acterized as a “fair haired boy.” his! 
nerve and ability to shoot made him | 
«a bad man of the worst type. 

Sergt.Major Stewart of Regina, in} 
a modest Way, described recently, how | 
he and a United States marshal cap-| 
this noted outlaw about 
years ago.

parliamentary white paper. The re- 
turns show all battleships, battle 
cruisers and cruisers of each navy 
which have been launched since Dec. 
31, 1893. In the case of other classes, 
all vessels are shown which still re-

The Bishop of Yukon Says There Are 
700,000 or 809,000 More Men Than 


Women in Canada—Many British

The annual meeting o- the Brivish 
Women's Emigration association was 
held recently at the Mansion house, 
London, Last year the association 
dealt with 4,835 .pplications, of which 
364 were from trained nurses, and 
257 from teachers. The number of 
women emigrated was 1,201, of whom 
1,062 went to Canada. The associa: 
tion takes only wemen of good char- 
acter and capability, and they are 
sent out in parties under the care of 
an experienced matron, The associa- 
tion bas its own hostel in London 
and another in British Columbia. 
Over 16,000 women have travelled un-

Still Increasing Steadily—Tie Under 
wood Tariff Has Not Produced 
Promised Reductions 
It will be remembered that sone 
radical advocates of the Underwood 
Tariff prophesied that, when it becam: 
law, the cost of living would fail like 

@ parachute. 

Even the moderate adherents of tha 
Underwood theories argued that lower- 
ing the tariff would reduce to soma 
extent the burden of securing the 
necessities of life. 

Is the Underwood Tariff producing 
this happy result? 

Bulletin 138, which is just being 
{ssued by the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, at Washingtor, 
dealing with fifteen staple articles of 
food, shows that, when the price of 
each of these articles of food is con- 
sidered according to the average con- 
sumption in workingmen's fam'lies, 
retail prices were on a higher level 
on October 15th, 1913, than at any 
other time during the last twenty: 
three years, Retail pricés of food no 
October 15th, 1913, were 70.9 per cen’. 
above the average price for the ten- 
year neriod, 1890 to 1899; 7.9 per cen®, 
above the price on October 15th, 1912, 
and 16.9 per cent. above the price on 
October 15th, 1911. 


This bulletin is one of the Burean’s | 


regular series on retail prices It 
shows actual prices for September and 
October, 1018, aud September anid 
October, 1912, and also summarizes 
retail prices for the period from 185) 
to October, 1913. 

Comparing retall prices on October 
15th, 1918, with prices on the same 
date in 1912, thirteen of the fifteen 
articles for which quotations are given 
advanced and two dectihed in price 
Potatoes advanced 42.3 per cent.; 
eggs advanced 14.2 per cent.; round 
steak advanced 12.9 per cent.; ham 
advanced 10.6 per cent.; rib roast ad: 
vanced 8.8 per cent.; sirloin stea’s 
advanced 8.3 per cent.; 
vanced 8.2 per cent.; hens advanced 
7.6 per cent.; pork chops advanced 
6.3 per cent.; butter advanced 3.7 per 
per cent.; milk advanced 2,7 per cent.; 
corn meal advanced 1.7 per cent., and 
lard advanced 1.0 per cent, Sugar de- 
clined 8.8 per cent., and flour declined 
2.6 per cent. 

As the Underwood Tariff went into 
effect on October 18th, 1918, it was 
operating only twelve days before tha 
above statistics were taken; hence It 
would be unreasonable to expect mark 
ed results {n so short a period. How- 
ever, the passage of the Act was prac-

tically certain for months before it _ 


was finally approved; yet this certainty 
did not cause prices to be lowerel, 

This is a further proof of the cld 
saying that “Trade laughs at Tariffs.” 
It would seem to Indicate beyond a 
doubt that the increase in the cost 
of living cannot rightly be fastened 
to the system of protection, moderate 
or otherwise, United States has for 
over a generation been an example of 
what a policy of extreme protection 
can do to build up the country, 


CO-OPERATIVE WAGES 


Returns to Workers Very Low In 
England in Their Own Estab- 
lishments 
According to Professor Swanson, 
in an article on “Productive Co- 
operation,” which has recently ap- 
peared {in a Toronto periodical, the 
“Wholesale Societies in the British 
Co-operative Movement in 1910 em- 
ployed about 17,000 productive work- 
ers, paying them £920,000 or $4,- 
600,000 {n vages. The Retall so- 
cieties employed 21,000 workers in 
production, and paid them wages 
to the amount of £1,210,000 or 
$6,050,000. The associated workers, 
with 7.800 productive employes, paid 
£368,000 or $1,840,000 in wages, 
This works out for the three groups 
to £654 4s., or $270, £57 123.,, or 
$285 and £50 8s., or $250 per work- 
er per annum, In the last class the 
worker is also .given $7.50 as a 
bonus, making his annual wage 
equal to $2658. These averages 
are certainly not in excess of those 
paid by private employers. Soctal- 
{atic critics are undoubtedly correct 
when they charge the system with 
making poorer returns to the em- 
ploye than does private industry. For 
example, the average earnings of the 
employes of the British railway 
amounted at the same period, to 
which the above figures refer, tn 

#2665, or $326 per worker.” 

It should be remembered of course 
that these are the wages that prevail 
under Free Trade in Great Britain, 
and while they would seem unjustly 
low to a good Canadian mechanic there 
is no doubt that the relatively higher , 
Canadian wages are explained to a 
great extent by the moderate protec- 
tion policy which has prevailed in 
this country for the last thirty years, , 


James Rowman Lindsay, a Scotch- 


man, began experimenting with elec- | 


tricity in 1820. Ina few years he pro- 
duced a “coustant stream of light,” 
which was the adwiration of scientists. 
He sent messuyes over wires and de- 
livered many lectures on an electric 
telegrapb. Then in 1852 he invented 
a system of wireless telegraphy and 
submitted it to a public test, regarding 
which a Dundee paper of Apri! 12, 
1853, said: “The experiment removes 
all doubt of the practicability of Mr. 
Lindsay's invention, and there Is every 
feason to think that it will soon con- 


nect continent with continent, and Is- 


land witb island, in one unbroken line 
of communication.” 

Lindsay's lectures were advertised 
under the tilte of “Telegraphing With- 
out Wires,” so that the familiar “wire- 
less” itself was anticipated. But he 
was more than a scientific experiment: 
alist. He projected a dictionary in 
fifty languages and labored on it fora 
quarter of a century. It was too huge 
a task, and the Pentecontaglossal Dic- 
tionary exists in av unfinished stato 
only in manuscript. He also compiled 
with more success a set of astronoml- 
cal tables for the use of chronologists, 

Yet this astonishing man never en- 
joyed more than an income of $250 a 
year as a teacher until the eve of his 
death, when the prime minister grant- 
ed him a pension of $500 “in recogni- 
tlon of his great learning and ex- 
traordinary attainments.”"—Exchange. 


BRASS ROD MONEY. 


Currency That Used to Se Very Popu- 
lar With African Natives. 

The annual “bullion letter" of Messrs, 
Samuel Montagu & Co. of London sug- 
gests that the phrase expressive of 
weulth, “plenty of brass." was intro- 
duced into England by satlors trading 


with towns ut the mouths of the great: 


Africin rivers, though tbe brass rods 
used by the natives are now passing 
into the limbo of things obsolete. 

A brass rod nt Momsemb was fifteen 
inches long and not quite so thick as a 
slate pencil, Everything had its price 
in brass rods—one egg equaled one 
brass rod; a fowl, tev brass rods; two 
yards of cloth, twenty brass rods; a 
mile slave, G00 brass rods, and a fe- 
nile slave, 2,500 brass rods. 

The brass for these rods was origi- 
tully tnelted down for their brass orna- 
ments—auklets, necklaces, armlets, leg 
rings, 
bundles of knives, ete. It was using 
the brass for this purpose that first 
guve it uny real value to them. In 


1890 the brass rods still retained their | 


value. 


It ts quite pessible that the rods: 


changed hands In fathom lengths, and 
those who cume into possession of 
these lengths each cut off a little piece 
to procure a little bit of brass for noth- 
ing, und hence the length was gradual- 
ly shortened until iv 1890 it was fifteen 
inches, The process of shortening con- 


tinued, und in 1905 the standurd length | 


wus only eleven inches.
